Having  on  a  former  occasion  offered  > 
some  reasons  why  Jesus  did  not  come  to 
call  the  righteous,  and  why  he  did  come 
to  call  sinners,  we  proceed  to  notice  the| 
means  used  to  enforce  genuine  repen¬ 
tance  upon  those  who  were  the  proper 
subjects  of  it.  Those  were  of  two  kinds 
— ^judgments  and  mercies.  He  acted ^ 
loth  upon  the  fears  and  the  hopes  of  the 
human  heart.  In  language  truly  alarm-, 
iug,  he  announced  the  fearful  consequen¬ 
ces  which  attend  a  sinful  course,  and  ar-; 
rested  attention  by  placing  them  full  in 
view  of  the  guilty  crowds,  who  were 
bringing  upon  themselves  “wratlr,  tribu¬ 
lation  and  anguish.”  O,  generation  of 
vipers!  who  hath  warned  you  to  lleoj 
from  the  wrath  toco.me.’  Bring  forth, | 
therefore,  fruits  meet  for  repentance.--  , 
Matt.  iii.  7,  S.  Again,  "Except  ye  re-'!

All  these  however,  are  not  suffi¬ 
cient  to  bring  “sinners  to  repentance.”  i 
They  can  only  alatm  and  arrest  attention.  | 
Hence  mercies,  the  second  kind  of  means, . 
arc  necessary.  “Repent,  that  your  sins 
may  be  blotted  out  when  the  times  of  re¬ 
freshing  shall  come  from  the  presence  of. 
the  Lord.”  Acts  iii.  19.  ‘‘Repent  ye, 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.” 
Matt.  iii.  2.  “The  goodness  of  God  lead- 
ctli  thee  to  repentance.”  Ti»ese  lenient 
means  render  the  call  elTlcacious.  They 
Svttlcc  hones  of  the  sinner,  and  even¬ 
tuate  in  that  Vaiin,'vhicb  “works  by  love 
and  purifies  the  heart.”  They  engage 
the  afi'ections  of  the  soul.  AVhen  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  guilty,  miserable  sinner  is 
arrested,  by  the  terrors  with  which  his 
iniquities  have  surrounded  him,  the  voice 
of  mercy  gently  strikes  upon  his  ear  and 
penetrates  his  heart ;  the  eyes  of  his  un¬ 
derstanding  are  opened  to  view  his  Ma¬ 
ker’s  goodness,  to  behold  the  tender  com¬ 
passion  and  faithfulness  of  his  Saviour, 
and  he  melts  into  penitent  sorrow  for  sin 
and  love  of  holiness.  Hence  mercy  com¬ 
pletes  the  work  of  a  sinner’s  repentance; 
and  salvation.  I.astly,  we  briefly  notice  i 
the  nature  and  result  of  this  call.  It  is| 
ultimately  efticacious.  To  say  Christ  i 
calls  ineffectually,  is  to  cast  a  stigma  up¬ 
on  his  character.  A  call  that  is  not  heard 
is  in  effect  no  call  at  all.  Were  half  our 
children  deaf,  we  should  order  the  ser¬ 
vant  to  call  them  louder  than  those  who 
are  blessed  with  a  ready  power  of  hear¬ 
ing.  Sinners  are  deaf,  and  the  servant 
of  God  will  call  loud  enough  to  be  heard 
by  them  all.  VVe  should  remember  that 
he  can  speak  as  with  “the  voice  of  seven 
thunders.”  He  declares,  “They  shall  i 
hear  my  voice,  and  there  shall  be  one 
fold  and  one  shepherd.”  John  x.  16. 

The  result  then  will  be  the  complete 
triumph  of  the  Son  of  God.  He  will  “fi¬ 
nish  the  work.which  the  Father  senthira 
to  do,”  and  thereby  prove  himself  a  faith¬ 
ful  servant.  How  absurd  to  suppose  that  i 
a  conviction  of  his  failure  in  this  glorious 
undertaking  will  induce  sinners  to  repent. 
But  he  “will  not  fail  nor  be  discouraged.” 
He  will  “finish  the  transgression,  and 
make  an  end  of  sins.”  He  will  “see  of 
the  travail  of  his  soul,  and  be  satisfied” 
in  the  penitency  and  happiness  of  a  world. 
He  is  exalted  at  the  right  hand  of  God, 
“to  be  a  prince  and  a  saviour,  to  give  re¬ 
pentance  and  remission  of  sins.”  And 
w'e  have  no  reason  to  doubt  of  his  suc¬ 
cess,  for  he  has  the  treasures  “of  wisdom 
and  knowledge,  all  power  in  heaven  and 
in  earth,”  and  his  love  for  sinners  is 
stronger  than  death.  While  therefore 


we  deplore  the  past  follies  of  our  lives,; 
and  exercise  “godly  sorrow”  for  all  ourj 
sins,  let  us  “look  unto  Jesus,  the  author 
and  finisher  of  our  faith,  for  he  is  the  way 
and  the  truth,  and  the  life.”  j

The  redeemer  was  destined  to  act  a  1 
momentous  part  on  the  great  theatre  of 
the  world.  It  was,  therefore,  expedient 
for  him,  not  only  to  make  an  ample  dis¬ 
play  of  his  power,  but  a  full  exhibition 
of  his  mind  and  general  temper.  This 
was  necessary  to  the  influence  and  glory 
1  of  his  official  character,  aS  it  enabled  him 
[  to  appear  without  any  disguise.  With- 
I  out  this  exhibition,  his  disciples  could  not! 
j  have  determined,  at  least  with  certainty, 

I  whether  he  was  a  Leader  that  might  bei 
confidently  trusted,  and  safely  followed,  j 
I  or  not.  Had  they  found  him,  on  due 
!  trial,  to  be  powerful  yet  cruel,  or  occa- 
I  sionally  generous,  but  yet  capricious, 
'“wisdom  which  dwelleth  with  pru¬ 
dence,”  would  have  dictated  to  shun  all 
connexion  with  him.”  His  real  charac¬ 
ter  however  could  not  be  fully  ascertain¬ 
ed,  unless  he  was  seen  under  various 
turns  of  fortune.  That  he  should  wear 
the  semblance  of  courage  and  composure 
when  dangers  were  distant,  that  he  should 
be  gentle  and  benevolent  amid  the  ca¬ 
resses  of  friendship,  and  the  glare  of  pub¬ 
lic  applause,  was  perfectly  natural.  The 
consummate  coward  puts  on  the  airs  of 
intrepidity  when  no  difficulties  or  dan¬ 
gers  surround  him.  The  churl  and  the 
misanthrope  may  appear  generous  and 
friendly  where  no  draughts  are  made  up¬ 
on  their  liberality  and  good  nature.  But 
would  he  be  actually  magnanimous  and 
dauntless  where  the  clouds  of  adversity, 
with  portentious  horrors,  thickened  a- 
round  him,  when  difficulties  and  dangers 
multiplied  and  pressed  closely  upon  him  ? 
Would  he  be  self-collected  and  amiable 
under  great  and  accumulating  reverses  of 
fortune  ?  Would  his  philanthropy  and  ar¬ 
dent  love  for  sinners  remain  undiminish¬ 
ed,  fresh,  and  active  amid  the  desertions 
of  pretended  friends,  and  the  insults,  in¬ 
dignities,  and  torments  of  implacable  ene¬ 
mies  These  are  points,  which  must 
have  been  settled  in  the  minds  of  the 
primitive  disciples  of  Christ,  before  they 
could  rationally  enlist  under  his  banners. 
And  it  is  by  finding  an  answer  to  them 
in  the  affirmative,  that  we  can  reasonably 
embrace  the  Christian  doctrine  in  preler- 
ence  to  every  other.  But  it  will  be  ad¬ 
mitted  by  all,  I  apprehend,  that  few  men, 
if  any,  have  had  a  fairer  opportunity  of 
unfolding  the  real  qualities  of  their  minds. 


or  passed  through  scenes  in  which  it  was 
more  difficult  to  maintain  an  equanimity 
of  temper,  a  uniformity  of  character,  than 
the  Lord  Jesus.  His  life  was  a  coutinu- 
ed  series  of  disheartening  conflicts.  But 
on  all  occasions,  from  his  birth  till  his 
death,  at  least  on  all  which  are  left  on 
record,  he  was  uniformly  amiable.  We 
discover  no  trace  of  inconsistency.  He 
professed  to  be  the  Son  of  God,  and  the 
friend  of  man,  and  in  public  and  private 
he  manifested  the  benevolent  nature  of 
the  divine  Being,  whose  “tender  mercies 
are  over  all  his  works.”  In  the  inter- 
!  course  of  domestic  and  social,  civil  and 
religious  life,  he  exhibited  a  temper  wor¬ 
thy  of  imitation,  and  left  examples  which 
the  wise  will  copy.  This  was  eminently 
the  case  on  the  occasion,  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  which  the  text  relates.  Jesus 
:  was  on  his  way  to  Jerusalem,  and  sent 
messengers  forward  to  a  village  of  the 
Samaritans,  to  make  suitable  prepara¬ 
tions  for  his  reception,  on  his  arrival.— 
But  the  inhabitants  of  the  place  peremp¬ 
torily  refused  him  admittance.  Formal¬ 
ly  trampling  upon  his  authority,  they  re¬ 
jected  the  Redeemer  and  his  doctrine.— 
At  this  indignity,  the  hearts  of  James  and 
John  kindled  into  rage.  They  rehearsed 
I  the  insult  to  their  Master,  and  evinced 
.their  readiness  to  revenge  it.  “Shall  we 
command  fire  to  come  down  from  hearen 
and  consume  them  What  a  question 
for  a  professed  preacher  of  the  gospel  to 
;ask,  inthe  first  age  of  its  promulgation. 
They  had  not  however,  arrived  at  those 
heights  of  clerical  boldness  which  distin- 
i  guish  modern  divines.  They  would  have 
I  doomed  the  whole  place  to  the  flames  of 
fire  and  brimstone  forever,  and  that  with¬ 
out  hesitancy  or  ceremoney.  But  the 
Saviour,  steadily  pursuing  the  gracious 
!' purposes  of  his  mission,  checked  the  mis- 
!;  taken  impetuosity  of  these  disciples,  by 
I  his  gentle,  but  powerful  rebuke.  ‘‘Ye 
i  know  not  what  manner  of  spirit  ye  are 
jjof.”  But  we  know,  my  friends,  that 
I  they  were  of  a  spirit  directly  opposite  to 
that  of  Christ.  We  know  they  were  of 
a  spirit  that  corre.«ponds  exactly  to  those 
systems  of  religion,  which  now  pass  cur¬ 
rently  in  the  world  for  genuine  Christiani¬ 
ty.  There  is  no  conceivable  difference, 
'except  James  and  John  wished  to  kindle 
!  their  fire  in  this  world,  and  modern 
scribes  desire  a  hotter  one  to  consume 
their  opposers  in  eternity.  Here  then, 
we  have  an  exact  exposition  of  the  na¬ 
ture  and  tendency  of  Christ’s  doctrine, 
'contrasted  with  the  nature  and  tendency 
of  systems  formed  by  his  professed  disci¬ 
ples.  These  primitive  preachers  un- 
.doubtedly  supposed  they  understood  the 
I  doctrine,  and  possessed  the  spirit  of  their 
j  Master,  and  so  do  modern  ones,  who  re* 
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semble  them  so  perfectly ,  but  the  truth 
is  directly  the  reverse.  They  were  eager 
to  destroy  Hie  unconverted  Samaritaus, 
but  their  Master  was  determined  to  pre¬ 
serve  them.  The  spirit  of  their  religion, 
was  iiatred  to  their  enemies,  the  spirit  of| 
his  was  love.  The  spirit  of  their  doc- i 
trine  was  death  and  destruction  to  theira-j 
penitent,  the  spirit  of  his  was  life  and  sal-  j 
vation.  Theirs  breathed  revenge  and  | 
siaughterj  his  forgiveness  and  mercy. — 
Here  we  have  an  infallible  criterion  of 
genuine  and  spurious  systems  of  Chris¬ 
tianity.  By  this  we  can  easily  distinguisli 
the  true  Christ  from  all  false  ones,  and 
the  true  gospel  from  every  other. — 
Here  is  a  light,  by  which  we  may  distin¬ 
guish  those  who  are  walking  in  the  foot¬ 
steps  of  Jesus,  “the  light  of  life,”  from 
those  who  “walk  in  darkness.” 

From  this  subject  we  briefly  infer, 

1.  That  all  who  are  advocating  sys¬ 
tems  which  call  for  fire,  here  or  liereaf- 
ter,  to  consume  sinners,  arc  practically 
opposing  Christ  and  his  gospel.  Though 
caressed  by  the  world  for  their  know¬ 
ledge,  they  are  ignorant  of  the  Master 
they  profess  to  serve,  and  deplorably  des¬ 
titute  of  self-knowledge.  “They  know 
not  what  manner  of  spirit  they  are  of.” 

2.  Was  the  Redeemer  now  upon  earth, 
and  should  he  hear  the  wrathful  denun¬ 
ciations  wliich  modern  zealots  heap  upon 
each  other,  and  upon  the  world,  he 
would  put  them  all  to  shame  by  a  reite¬ 
ration  of  the  text,  “Ye  know  not  what 
manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of,”  &c. 

3.  Should  the  day  of  general  retribu¬ 
tion,  so  long  anticipated  and  dreaded,  ac¬ 
tually  arrive,  the  Saviour  take  his  seal 
upon  the  throne  of  worlds,  the  millions 
of  the  human  race  be  summoned  to  hear 
his  final  decision  ;  at  this  tremendous 
moment,  should  his  professed  servants 
arise  to  accuse  and  be  “swift  witnesses 
against”  their  brethren,  and  those  to 
whom  they  were  commissioned  to  “preach 
the  gospel,”  he  would  effectually  seal 
their  lips  iii  eternal  silence  by  this  pun¬ 
gent  rebuke,  “Ye  know  not  what  man  | 
nerof  spirit  ye  are  of.”  He  is  “the  same 
yesterday,  to-day  and  forever,”  and  the 
sentence  he  pronounced  at  the  village  of 
Samaria,  he  would  repeat,  though  on  tlie 
judgment  seat,  either  in  time  or  eternity.
